WOMAN BRUTALLY MURDERED 


Sasakwa Shocked By Fiendish Crime. Per­ 
petrator of Diabolical Deed Still 
At Large 


One of the most shocking and re­ 


volting crimes in the annals of Okla­ 


homa occurred Saturday three miles 


north of Sasakwa, when an unknown 


man, or men, assaulted and murdered 


Phil lie Burkhead ,an Indian woman 


about 
years of age. 


The woman had gone to the home 


of Jim McGirt to buy 
a 
sack of 


peaches. 
Her assailant was evident­ 


ly aware of the fact that the family 


was away from home on 
a 
fishing 


trip, and must have followed his un­ 


suspecting victim to the house and 


there committed his awful crime. It 


was while in the house that the wo­ 


man was attacked, and although she 


had evidently made a (fierce struggle 


in defense of her honor and life, it 


was of no avail. Evidently after ac- 


plishing his fiendish purpose, the de­ 


mon in human form sought to con­ 


ceal his identity by taking the life 


of his victim. A hand axe was the 


weapon used, and with it he beat her 


bead most 
horribly, 
crushing 
the 


skull on one side, and also breaking 


her arm. 


The crime was committed about 


noon, but it was some hours after- 


complishing his fiendish purpose the 


woman, who arrived on the train 
to 


visit the MoGirt family, went to the 


house, and on opening the door she 


was horror stricken to see on the t 


floor the bleeding corpse of the vic­ 


tim of the assault. She immediately 


gave the alarm, and late in the aft­ 


ernoon an inquest was held by Jus­ 


tice Keeton of Sasa'kwa, which re­ 


sulted in bringing out the facts as 
above given. 


A diligent search was at once in- ; 


stituted, and an arrest or two made, ^ 


but the suspects easily proved their 


innocence and were 
released.

tory at 3 o’clock 
tomorrow 
after­ 
noon. The democratic caucus of Nhe 
house at a meeting tonight agreed to 
the Penrose resolution, which passed 
the Senate, prescribing that hour as 
the date of final adjournment. This 
action, carried out through a resolu­ 
tion passed by the house at a session 
tonight, put into effect an understand­ 
ing reached in the afternoon between 
party leaders in both houses. 
Tarries Unanimously. 
The resolution carried unanimous­ 
ly in the house. It decreed 
the ap­ 
pointment of three members of the 
house to jo'n with three members of 
the senate to notify the president that 
congress * rs ready to adjourn. The 
committee appointed on the part of 
the house consisted of Representatives 
I nderwood of Alabama, democratic 
leader: Dixon of Indiana, a democrat 
of the Ways and Means Committee, 
and (Mann of Illinois, republican lead­ 
er of the house. 
The 
senate 
will 
name its committee tomorrow. 
Taft’s Veto Ready. 
President Taft’s veto is ready to be 
placed before both houses of congress 
when they convene at noon tomorrow 
Immediately upon its receipt demo­ 
cratic Leader Underwood will move 
Preference to the Ways and Means 
Committee, of which he is the chair­ 
man, antf there it will lie undisturbed 
until the regular session of congress, 
which convenes in December. 
Congress easily could have adjourn­ 
ed tonight, but the adjournment un­ 
derstanding was designed 
especially 
to accord to the president the cour­ 
tesy of an opportunity to present his 
veto of the cotton bill before the cur­ 
tain was rung down on a session re­ 
plete with tariff revision activities. 
Senate Takes Recesses. 
The senate, without any business to 
occupy it, marked time on the house. 
Twice it took recesses during the aft­ 
ernoon with a view to having the sen­ 
ate in session so that as soon as the 
house passed the cotton bill vice pres­ 
ident Sherman might sign it and 
speed it on to the white house. The 
presiding officers of the two houses 
can sign bills only 
w hen 
their 
re­ 
spective houses are in session.

A sim­ 
ilar petition signed by over 300 citi­ 
zens asked for the opening of lath 
street. Both petitions were referred to 
the ordinance committee. 
The free mail delivery ordinance 
was passed in accordance with the 
instructions of the postoffice depart­ 
ment. As the necessary petition had 
already been circulated by C. S. Wood, 
just about all the formalities have 
been complied with, and It is reason­ 
able to believe that the service will 
be installed within a short time. 
In accordance with a resolution to 
appoint a sanitary policeman, J. H. 
Jones was selected for the place. 


A controversy arose at the previous 
meeting over the payments of $270 to 
the electric light company for power 
that was not used. 
Under the con­ 
tract with the company, the city is to 
pay a minimum rate of $90 per month, 
whether that much power is used or 
not. However, Alderman Ratliff and

President Changes Program. 
iAs soon as the cotton bill with its 
iron and steel and chemical schedule 
amendments had been accepted by the 
house it was 
promptly signed 
by 
Speaker Clark and 
Vice 
President 
Sherman and started on Its way to the 
White house. During the day it had 
been the understood intention of the 
president to return hie message veto­ 
ing the bill immediately on its receipt 
by him tonight, but the president 
changed his program, probably feel­ 
ing that such hasty action would not 
look well but in order that he mighf 
act on the bill tonight if he chose, 
Speaker Clark during the afternoon 
took pains to send to the president an 
absolutely correct copy of the bill for 
such consideration as he might care 
to give it during the few hours before 
the enrolled hill itself reached him. 
The speaker’s action in the premises 
revealed the general anxiety of every­ 
one at the capital to make sure noth­ 
ing was left undone that would help 
to bring the longed-for final adjourn­ 
ment tomorrow. 


W. L. Meharg was up from

Jews Returning to Palestine. 
In a Bluebook dealing with the con­ 
ditions and prospects of trade in Sy­ 
ria, Mr. Ernest Weakley, ^the special 
commissioner of the advisory council 
to the board of trade, gives some de­ 
tails as to Jewish colonies in Pales­ 
tine. 


•The influx of Jew s,” says Mr. Weak 
ley, is the noticeable feature in Pal 
estine. 
They have been steadily com 
ing to the country in increasing num 
hers since 1#82, driven away from 
•Russia and Poland by persecutions, 
and although measures were taken by 
the Turkish government in 1S87 to 
prevent the settlem ent of foreign Jews 
in Palestine, the restrictions imposed 
have been ineffective, and 
have not 
stemmed the current of immigration 
f rom a total of about 500 Jews resi­ 
dent in Palestine a century ago, their 
numbers were about 6,000 in Jeru sa­ 
lem in 1861, out of a total town pop­ 
ulation of 13,000. 
Immigration increases Fast. 
“ In 1897 it was computed that the 
population of the city was about 45,- 
000, of which 28,000 alone were Jews. 
The population in 1900 was about 50,- 
000, the Jewish element then being 
close upon 30,000, and since then both 
population and arrivals of Jews have 
increased rapidly, Jerusalem 
having 
today about 
84,000 
inhabitants, 
of 
whom no less than 55,000 to 60,000 are 
Jews. The Jewish population at Jaffa 
has also increased, and from about 
1,000 souls ten years ago it has ris­ 
en to about 15,000 out of a total popu­ 
lation of 40,000. Large numbers of 
these refugees are dependent on con­ 
tributions from abroad, and distress 
aws great during the first years aft­ 
er their arrival. 
Among the schemes undertaken to 
give relief was the establishment of 
agricultural colonies in Palestine, and 
the funds necessary for the purchase 
of land and the proper settlem ent of 
the colonists were given by Baron Ed­ 
mond de Rothchild. The scheme was 
entirely philanthropic, each colonist 
receiving a fixed sum per month, and 
in consequence there was no induce­ 


ment to work. The necessity for 
the 
change of a system which tended to 
demoralize lather than help soon be 
came apparent, the payment of fix­ 
ed stipends to 
colonists 
was 
done 
away 
with, and 
the 
arrangements 
made in 1900 resulted in the handing 
over of the administration of the col­ 
onies to the Jewish Colonization asso 
elation, (Baron Rothchild undertaking 
to guarantee the association against 
loss for a period of ten years. 
Better Methods in |r8e Now. 
“The new adm inistration has intro­ 
duced better methods and has taken 
up the work of developing the colonies 
on business lines. Orange groves and 
oli\e yards are replacing vineyards, 
almond trees have been planted in 
large numbers, and industrial enter­ 
prises, such as oil and soap making, 
have been started, 
while 
improved 
methods 
of agriculture 
are 
being 
adopted in the larger colonies. 
Re­ 
sults have yet to be seen, 
the 
pres­ 
ence, however, of a new element in 
the land and the efforts which are be­ 
ing made to develop the properties 
cannot but be of great advantage to 
the country.” 


COLUMBIA STOLK BOLDE RS 
WILL RESIST HHT 
Oklahoma City, Ok., Aug. 22.—Stock­ 
holders in the late Columbia Bank and 
Trust Company, who were recently 
sued by State 
Bank 
Commissioner 
Lankford for the full amount of the 
stock they held, under the double 
liability clause of the banking act, 
will resist payment upon the ground 
that they are not liable. It is con­ 
tended 
that 
the 
double 
liability 
clause applies to banks and not trust 
companies, and that the charter of 
the Columbia did not bring it with­ 
in the double liability class. This was 
the opinion of the stockholders at the 
time the bank failed, in September, 
1909, and no attem pt until last week 
was made to collect or test the law. 
One of the stockholders was James 
A. Menefee of Anadarko, w ho at the 
time of the failure was state treas­ 
urer.

Ordinance Number 247. 
An Ordinance 
to 
define 
Vagrancy, 
providing a 
punishment 
therefor 
and declaring an emergency. 
Be it Ordained by the Mayor and City 
Councilmen of the City of Ada, Ok. 
Section One. 
The following per­ 
sons are vagrants within the mean­ 
ing of this ordinance: F irst, an idle 
person who lives without any means, 
or has no visible support and makes 
no exertion to obtain a livelihood by 
honest employment; Second, any per­ 
son who strolls or loiters idly about 
the streets, avenues and alleys of the 
City of Ada, having no local habita­ 
tion and no honest means of employ­ 
ment. Third, any person who strolls 
about to tell fortunes or to exhibit 
tricks not licensed by law, 
Fourth,; 
any coin mon prostitute, any manager, 
or controller of a house of prostitu­ 
tion, or house of ill fame, or any one 
employed therein as barkeeper, caller 
of figures for dances, or habitual fre­ 
quenter thereof; Fifth, any profession­ 
al gambler, gamblers known as tin­ 
horn gambler, card players, or card 
sharps; Sixth, any person who goes 
about to beg alms, who is not afflict­ 
ed or disabled by a physical malady 
or m isfortune; Seventh, Any habit­ 
ual drunkard, who abandons, neglects 
or refuses to aid in the support of his 
family. 
Section Two. 
Any person arrested 
and convicted of vagrancy within the 
meaning of this ordinance, shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
five dollars nor more than one hun­ 
dred dollars or by imprisonment in 
the city jail for a period of not ex­ 
ceeding thirty days or by both such 
fine and imprisonment. 
Section Three. All Ordinances and 
parts of Ordinances in conflict here­ 
with are hereby repealed. 
Section Four. 
For the immediate 
preservation of 
the 
public 
peace, 
health and safety an 
emergency 
is 
hereby declared to exist, whereby it 
is necessary that this oridnance be in 
force and effect from and after its 
passage, approval and publication as 
by law provided.

DIG IRRIGATION SCHEME 


FOR OKLAHOMA PANHANDLE 


The most colossal irrigation project 
ever attempted in Oklahoma, and prob 
ably in the entire southwest, is that 
contemplated in a 
proposition 
pre­ 
sented to the state board of agricul­ 
ture Monday. (It is proposed to treat 
129,990 acres of land and the con­ 
struction of a canal one hundred mile 
long, and a reservoir, estimated at a 
cost of over $2,000,900 
is 
involved. 
The whole project is confined to Cim­ 
arron county? 
Interested in the proposition are N. 
M. Burnett, J. R. White, E. E. Bell, 
C. J. Laughlin of Lamar, Colo., A. C. 
Monson of Denver, and H. E. Thomp­ 
son of G arrett, Cimarron county. 
tit is proposed to tap the Cimarron 
river near where it enters the coun­ 
ty in the northwestern portion and 
run the canal 
in 
a 
southwesterly 
course to the southern part, one hun­ 
dred miles distant, at which terminal 
point will be constructed the dam and 
reservoir. The dam, which it is esti­ 
mated will cost 11,528,825, will he 126 
feet high, 609 feet long at the bottom 
and 2,255 feet long at the top. It will 
be 716 feet thick at the bottom and 
12 feet thick at the top. A spillway 
will cost $25,000; an 
outlet 
tunnel 
$18,592, gatehouse 
$618. 
The 
con­ 
struction cost of the canal is esti­ 
mated at $798,710. It is proposed to 
run the natural flood water of the riv­ 
er into the reservoir between the per­ 
iod from March I to November 15.
